STRIKES FEAR IN CROWD

Fires Last Shot in His Own Body
and Falls Dying to the
Floor,

OFFICERSHACKAT DEAD BODY

Young Working Man in Garb of Bet-
ter Class Walks up Behind Pre-
fect and Blows Out Official's
Brains.

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 8—The
police have not succeeded in [dentify-
ing the Terrorist who killed Major
General Von Der Launitz, prefect of
police of St. Petersburg, thls afternoon
at the Institute of Experimental Med-
jclne and who coolly turned the re-
volver upon himself while he was fall-
ing under the sabres of the prefect's
escort. The authorship of this crime,
however, like the assassination of
Count Ignatieff and the unsuccessful
attempt to blow up Premier Stolypin,
has beep traced to the fighting organ-
izatlon of the Revolutionists
who recently resolved to resume full
terroristic activities, The organiza-
tion tonight issued Its customary
pamphlet, avowing and justifying the
killing of Von Der Launitz, which was
accomplished with an ease and sim-
plieity that has struck terror Into the
hearts of all other officlals on the rev-
olutionary death list. The man who
committed the crime belonged to the
working class.
